Poverty  Stricken 

On  Monday  night  I  preached  in  Materia,  the  poorest 
city  of  Italy.  40,000  of  ita  60,000  inhabitant!  live  in  the  area 
called  the  “Saaso,”  which  ia  a  stone  mountain.  Since  200

Along  the  route  of  Columbus  we  are  racing  the 
morning  sun  to  America.  We  are  losing  the  race,  of 
course,  out  the  vision  of  home  grows  brighter  with 
the  passing  of  each  nautical  mile. 

These  first-hand  accounts  of  the  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tist  JPreachipg  Mission  to  Spain  and  Italy  give  the 
reasons  for  the  high  spirits  here  in  this  craft  far  above 
the  ocean. 

First  Simultaneous  Campaign 

During  the  week  of  June  21-28  this  group  of  lay¬ 
men  and  preachers  worked  with  the  Italian  and  Span¬ 
ish  Baptists  in  their  first  simultaneous  evangelistic 
crusade. 

The  results  far  exceeded  our  hopes,  particularly 
In  view  of  the  restrictions,  harassment,  and  persecution 
which  hamper  Baptist  work  in  both  countries. 

The  Baptist  churches  in  Spain  and  Italy  are  not 
accustomed  to  public  invitations  to  accept  Christ.  Con¬ 
version  usually  comes  through  private  counseling.  The 
response  to  the  leadership  of  our  group,  however,  was 
warm-hearted  and  eager. 

38  Conversions  In  Spain 

In  Spain  there  were  38  professions  of  faith  and  27 
public  rededications  for  a  total  of  65  decisions.  Charles 
Whitten  and  Joe  Mefford,  Mississippi  men  serving 
permanently  in  Spain,  along  with  their  co-workers 
expressed  great  joy  over  these  victories  in  the  midst 
of  heavy  oppression.  , 

174  Conversions  In  Italy 

In  Italy  there  were  174  professions  of  faith  and 
366  rededications.  There  were  also  98  other  public  de¬ 
cisions  in  places  where  it  was  difficult  for  these 
English-speaking  Baptists  to  get  the  full  significance 
of  the  actions  taken.  Total  decisions  in  Italy  amounted

NEW  YORK  (HNS)— Evangelist  Billy  Graham,  arriving 
here  from  crusades  in  Australia  and  New  Zealand  and  a 
five  day  visit  to  Russia,  said  the  Communists  had  been  un¬ 
able  to  “stamp  out  belief  In  God”  In  the  Soviet  Union. 

He  also  declared  that  he  was  In  Russia  long  enough  “to 
pray  and  hope  Communism  would  never  ontrol  the  United

“In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Communlat  Party  Is  avowed¬ 
ly  militontly  atheistic,”  he  said,  Vthey  have  not  been  able  to 
stamp  out  belief  in  God.  We  went  to  i  number  of  services  in 
churches  and  I  estimate  that  at  least  one-fifth  of  the  audien¬ 
ces  were  teen-agers.” 

While  in  Russia,  Mr.  Graham  attended  services  in  Mos¬ 
cow's  Baptist  church  and  at  the  Russian  Orthodox  monastery 
in  Zagorsk,  40  miles  outside  the  capital.  His  trip  to  the  So¬ 
viet  Union  followed  a  short  rest  In  London  after  he  had  con¬ 
ducted  a  three-and-a-half  month  crusade  in  Australia  and

Editorial  Plea 

A  recent  editorial  in  a  nation¬ 
al  religious  weekly  made  the 
plea  that  the  gulf  between 
clergy  and  laity  Is  already  too 
wide  and  that  it  should  not  be 
made  wider  by  making  special 
tax  exemptions  f«r  religious 
persons  and  institutions. 

Yet  others  are  pointing  out 
that  If  the  entire  war-time  trans¬ 
portation  and  communication 
tax  were  repealed,  there  would 
be  no  church-state  problem  and 
that  all  groups  in  the  nation 
would  share  alike  in  the  relief 
given.

Rarely,  If 
ever,  has  a  Baptist  voice  been 
raised  in  support  of  an  eccles¬ 
iastical  power  which  makes  peo¬ 
ple  dependent  on  the  church  or 
the  clergy  for  their  knowledge 
of  the  three  R’s,  for  social  com¬ 
petence,  or  for  the  skills  of 
leadership.”

The  other  aervlces  were  held  in  the  Second  Baptiat 
church  of  Milan,  Mr.  Rosa  brought  the  measage  on  one  night 
and  I  on  the  other.  I  gave  the  invitation  for  complete 
allegiance  to  Christ.  Mias  Glnaeppinne  Tortoretlo  end  An¬ 
tonio  Valenetino,  two  young  people,  came  to  the  front  and 
gave  beautiful  testimonies  of  their  desire  to  follow  Christ 
In  baptism.  ° 

Other  young  people.  Including  some  University  of  Milan 
students,  came  with  many  questions.  One  accepted  Christ, 
another  was  bothered  with  “Is  it  necessary  to  be  converted?” 
I  assigned  him  to  Miss  Elvira  Bonfiglio,  who  is  working  on 
her  doctorate  in  languages,  to  talk  to  him  further  about  this 
drastic  work  of  the  Spirit 

-  On  Monday  in  Varese  our  interpreter  was  Comfon  VU- 
tonio  whose  knowledge  of  Englfsh  had  been  picked  up  in  an 
English  prison  during  the  war.  Rev.  Inquantl  interpreted  the 
later  part  of  the  week  with  the  help  of  Mrs.  Ginetta  Mantredl 
and  ladies  from  Scotland  and  Holland.  Only  one  of  these 
had  ever  tried  to  interpret  a  message  prior  to  these  services. 
God  used  our  witness  and  theirs.  We  feel  that  much  good 
shall  result  from  the  week  of  revival  services  in  Milan  ~; 
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the  same  cave.  There  was  vitality  to  the  life  of  the  churcn 
in  Materia,  and  I  was  reminded  of  the  truth  of  the  words 
of  Jesus,  applicable  to  this— “Blessed  are  the  poor  in  spirit, 
for  their  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven.”  A  church  of  07  members, 
with  some  100  others  who  sympathize  with  their  ^position, 
overflowed  the  church  building. 

Baptist  Boom 

-  My  most  memorable  experience  occurred  to  Mottola,  a 
town  of  15,000.  The  church  here  consists  of  179  members, 
with  25  awaiting  baptism.  The  cburch  was  organized  to  1939, 
with  only  a  few,  members.  It  has  now  far  outgrown  its  meet- 
ing  place,  and  to  September,  the  congregation  will  move  into 
its  completely  new  building,  which  will  be  the  largest  Baptist 
church  building  to  Italy.  The  sanctuary  will  seat  400  and 
the  atructure  will  also  have  an  apartment  for  the  pastor’s 
family  and  Sunday  School  assembly  and  clam  rooms.  It  is 
being  built  with  regular  funds  from  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  gifts  and  special  funds  from  the  Lottie  Moon  Christ¬ 
mas  Offering  for  Foreign  Missions. 

The  crowd  to  Mottola  was  the  largest  of  the  week  All 
seating  and  standing  room  inside  was  filled,  and  a  loud  speak¬ 
er  was  used  to  give  the  service  to  the  ones  who  jammed  the 
street  outside.  The  use  by  Baptists  of  a  loud  speaker  is 
prohibited  to  most  of  Italy,  but  because  the  Baptist  sym¬ 
pathizers  to  Mottola  number  1,000  of  the  total  population 
of  15,000,  Catholic  authories  can  do  nothing.  Eleven  persons 
came  forward  to  make  their  public  confession  of  faith  during 
the  invitation  in  this  fine  church. 

Gratitude 

As  I  left  Italy,  it  was  with  gratitude  and  a  sense  of 
satisfaction  for  the  investment  Southern  Baptist  have  made 
to  thia  Catholic-dominated  country.  I  returned  to  the  States 
with  e  new  appreciation  for  the  freedom  of  religious  con¬ 
viction  and  practice  which  we  enjoy.  I  am  confident  that  a 
bright  future  awaits  the  Baptist  witness  to  Italy  for  two 
reasons:  the  quality  of  the  Christiana’  lives  and  witness:  the 
apparently  more  tolerant  government  position  toward  evange¬ 
lical  groups.  — - - ~  -  4.

Rev.  Charles  Phillips  and  I  had  the  pleasure  of  preaching 
in  nine  churches  scattered  over  a  part  of  two  states  in  Sou¬ 
thern  Italy,  bordering  on  the  Aegean  Sea.  during  the  week 
of  June  21-27.  One  ofvthe  greatest  thrills  of  my  ministry 
came  on  Sunday  morning  June  21  at  the  church  in  Goto  del 
Colie.  After  preaching  through  an  interpreter,  nine  people 
made  public  their  profession  of  faith  In  Christ  and  approxi¬ 
mately  thirty-five  others  rededicated  their  lives  anew  to 
Christ  Pastor  Giacomo  Pistone,  pastor  of  GOia  del  Colie, 
was  my  interpreter  for  most  of  the  week.  He  had  learned 
English  while  spending  seven  years  in  Boston,  Mass.  The 
church  in  Goia  has  only  about  fifty  members.  Most  of  the 
Baptist  churches  in  Southern  Itijly  have  small  member¬ 
ships,  the  largest  we  visited  had  only  175  members.  But  in 
every  service  whad  there  were  more  people  present  than 
the  total  number  of  members  of  the  church. 

No  Baptisms 

Another  very  thrilling  experience  came  to  us  on  Tuesday 
night  when  we  visited  a  new  work  in  Martina  Franca  This 
work  was  started  in  1954.  As  yet  there  have  been  no  bap¬ 
tisms  into  the  church.  Some  24  candidates  are  studying  Bap¬ 
tist  doctrines  and  have  requested  baptism.  Pastor  Giovonni 
Vizzula  informed  us  thafemost  of  the  candidates  were  about 
ready  for  baptism  and  full  fellowship. 

There  was  more  zeal  and  enthusiasm  showin  in  this  con¬ 
gregation  than  any  we  visited.  The  church  auditorium  was 
newly  decorated.  There  were  flower  arrangements  on  the 
stage.  The  furniture  was  hand-made  by  members.  All  new 
and  very  nice. 

We  had  one  of  the  largest  congregations  of  the  week.  All 
standing  room  was  taken  and  the  overflow  was  backed  all 
the  way  across  the  street  in  front  of  the  door.  Unusually 
good  response  was  demonstrated  in  this  service.  *  * 

Pressures 

On  Friday  night  June  26,  in  Manduria,  the  southern  most 
town  we  visited  was  a  Catholic  stronghold.  Population  of 
the  town  was  about  15,000.  One  young  Baptist  church  is  there 
wiib-24  members, ‘all  of  which  were  mem  Because  of  social 
and  economic  pressures  imposed  by  the  Catholics  the  wom¬ 
en  and  many  of  the  men  were  afraid  to  be  Identified  with 
Baptists  groups  as  they  lose  tijelr  Jobs  and  are  social  outcasts. 

Police 

The  service  for  Friday  night  had  been  publicized  and 
hefre  the  service  started  "the  police' began  patrolling  -  the 
streets  by  the  church’  When  they  would  pass,  fear  would 
register  on  the  faces  of  many  and  some  left  Several  ven¬ 
tured  Inside  the  church  but  fear  would  register  again  and 
they  left.  We  bad  the  smallest  crowd  of  the  week  who  stayed 
through  the  service.  *

Catholics  Barn  Building 

On  Friday  night  I  spoke  at  another  of  Bro.  Mattone’s 
churches  at  MEANA.  Dr.  Piero  Bensi,  pastor  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church  at  Florence,  Italy,  was  my  translator.  He 
speakers  in  beautiful  Italian  and  has  a  fervent  spirit  in 
preaching.  There  was  one  adult  woman  who  accepted  Christ 
in  this  service. 

This  church  is  located  on  the  tide  of  a  mountain  and 
serves  several  scattered  communities.  The  Baptists  of  this 
area  purchased  the  property  and  buildings  adjoining  the 
church  with  the  hopes  Of  some  day  having  an  assembly  lo¬ 
cated  here.  After  the  Baptists  secured  the  property  a  Cath¬ 
olic  man  set  fire  to  the  building.  Extensive  damage  was 
done  but  they  still  have  hopes  of  using  the  walls  that  were 
left  standing.  They  plan  to  build  the  assembly  with  the 
volunteer  labor  of  young  people  who  wish  to  spend  a  summer 
in  Italy  and  receive  their  board  and  lodging  for  their  labor. 

One  of  the  leading  spirits  to  the  church  at  Means  is  a 
Mrs.  ALLEMANO.  She  lived  for  nine  years  in  Pennsylvania 
with  her  American-Italian  husband.  Mr.  Allemano  served 
until  his  death  in  the  United  States  Army  and  Mrs.  Allemano 
still  receives  a  widow’s  pension  from  the  U.  S.  government. 

Work  Promising 

Baptist  work  in  this  industrial  and  acenic  Piedmont  sec¬ 
tion  of  Italy  is  promising,  but  many  difficulties  and  persecu¬ 
tions  lie  ahead.  Piedmont  means  “foot  of  the  mountains’’  and 
this  is  where  Baptist  work  is  now.  But  some  bright  day  it 
will  reach  the  top  of  the  mountain  and  a ’new  day  will  come 
to  the  great  nation  of  Italy.

Saccomanl  in  his  church  at  Cuorne  (pronounced  Kworn*ya) 
Dr.  Ben  Lawton,  one  of  our  missionaries  at  RlvoLl,  served 
as  translator.  He  is  a  gifted  and  dedicated  servant  of  our 
Lord  and  I  received  a  great  blessing  from  my  fellowship 
with  him.

Decisions

Sacrifice 

Truly  the  members  of  the  Rivoli  Baptiet  Church  are  a 
dedicated  people.  The  pastor  told  me  of  a  lady  who  out  of 
her  earnings  of  approximaetly  fifteen  dollars  per  month  gave 
fifty  dollars  to  missions  last  Christmas.  This  was  in  addition 
to  her  regular  gifts  to  the  church.  Several  of  the  members  of 
this  church  lost  their  Jobs  when  it  became  known  they  were 
affiliated  with  a  Baptist  church.  Persecution  has  not  weak¬ 
ened  their  faith  to  the  least  It  has  actually  strengthened 
their  devotion  to  the  Lord. 

Our  revival  effort  during  the  week  resulted  in  five  pro¬ 
fessions  of  faith  and  eleven  redediegtions  of  life.  There  shall 
be  a  warm  place  in  my  heart  for  the  First  Baptiat  Church  of 
Rivoli,  Italy.

•plrit  and  great  ability.  We  felt  sure  that  we  had  made  aomo 
true  friends  and  had  also  created  a  good  spirit  for  Southern 
Baptists.  This  church  is  now  self-supporting. 

Monday  we  had  a  five-hour  train  ride  to  the  lovely  town 
of  Civitavecchia,  on  the  Mediterranean  Sea.  We  went  to, the 
pastor’s  home  and  found  he  could  speak  scarcely  any  »«yiui. 
Therefore  we  had  trouble  being  understood.  We  had  no 
trouble,  however,  knowing  that  we  were  moot  welocme. 

The  pastor,  Rev.  Nando  Cantelinni,  was  very  concerned 
because  the  interpreter.  Rev.  Mike  Simgaglia,  had  not  arrived 
at  8:00  p.  m.  and  the  service  was  scheduled  at  8:30  p.  m. 
About  5:20  we  had  prayer  and  went  outside  tp  go  to  4be 
preaching  station  and  there  stood  Mike  at  the  door  knnoktog 
He  thought  the  service  was  at  9:30  p.  m.,  as  many  were,  and 
he  Just  came  on  early.  Seven  of  us  piled  into  a  Italian 
ear  (FIAT  800) — still  seems  impossible— and  drove  several 
miles  out  to  a  farm  house. 

There  were  about  28  people  already  present  and  as  we 
walked  around  speaking  to  the  people,  15  or  20  more  came. 
The  service  was  held  out  on  a  courtyard  overlooking  the  sea 
and  was  an  experience  never  to  be  forgotten. 

By  The  Sea 

We  were  introduced  to  three  couples  and  two  young  peo¬ 
ple  who  had  recently  given  their  hearts  to  the  Lord  and  were 
being  taught  for  <bout  25  hours  of  study  prior  to.  baptism¬ 
al  th  these  eager,  smiling  Christians  in  front  of  us  and  the 
lovely  Mediterranean  Sea  behind  them  it  was  a  thrill  to  tell 
of  Jesus.  Our  meeting  place  had  been  changed  since  the 
owner  of  the  first  house  did  not  want  the  tenant  to  have  this 
evangelical  service  there.  After  the  service  was  over  the 
pastor  had  about  IS  of  the  Sunday  School  children  sing  for 
us.  It  could  have  been  a  mission  of  the  church  at  Yazoo  City 
or  Pontotoc. 

Tuesday  we  were  in  the  church  at  Civitavecchia  for  a 
service.  Wednesday  night  we  went  to  another  preaching 
station  right  out  on  a  hillside  where  the  people  sat  on  the 
ground.  The  service  was  announced  for  5:30  but  actually  be-  . 
gan  at  6:00  p.  m.,  as  time  has  little  meaning  for  them.  At  this 
service  there  were  about  75  people  with  about  25  of  them 
being  young  people. 

Holy  Ground 

We  were  right  by  a  road  and  people  passing  would  stop 
and  listen.  There  seemed  to  be  no  language  barrier  as  we 
told  these  people  what  Jesus  means  to  us  and  watched  them 
as  they  beamed  their  response.  We  spoke  with  them  after 
the  service  and  tried  out  our  feeble  Italian  and  they  said 
what  little  English  they  knew.  We  felt  that  we  were  on  holy 
ground  and  could  have  stayed  with  them,  but  for  the  absence 
of  our  loved  ones.  It  was  with  deep  reluctance  that  we  told 
them,  not  goodbye,  but  “arrivederchi”— till  we  meet  again!” 

After  another  long  train  ride  back  to  Florence  we  had 
another  service  in  Florence  where  Miss  Gina  Baasi,  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Italian  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  was  the  in¬ 
terpreter. 

Friday  afternoon  we  rode  the  bus  to  Pistols,  a  city  of 
about  80,000  people  where  the  church  hpd  only  80  members.  As 
before,  the  pastor  spoke  very  little  English  and  his  family 
none.  As  soon  as  we  were  in  the  house  we  could  feel  that  we 
were  in  a  Christian  home.  We  had  the  evening  meal  in 
their  home,  and  this  was  the  exception,  aa  we  ate  out  to 
avoid  being  any  expense  to  the  people.  The  meal  consisted 
of  steak,  a  sort  of  squash  stuffed  with  meat  sauce,  salad 
of  tomatoes  and  lettuce  and  orange  juice.  After  the  meal  we 
had  some  of  the  wonderful  Italian  fruit  and  then  strong 
coffee.  It  was  all  good. 

Goodbye 

A  college  girl  was  to  serve  as  interpreter  and  we  did  not 
even  see  her  until  it  was  rime  to  But  she  had  no 

trouble. 

After  the  service  about  half  the  congregation  of  80  walk¬ 
ed  across  the  city  to  the  station  with  us  sad  saw  us  off  We 
used  sign  language,  smiles,  and  did  whatever  we  could  to 
communicate.  When  they  told  us  goodbye,  we  knew  we  had 
found  friends. 

We  know  that  the  Italian  Baptiste  do  not  want  to  be 
compelled  to  become  copies  of  us  American  Baptists.  We 
know  they  face  many  grave  problems.  We  know  that  they . 
love  and  serve  Jesus  as  Saviour.  We  know  we  learned  to 
love  them.  And  we  know  that  we  are  grateful  to  our  church-,, 
es  and,  the  Lord  for  making  R  .possible  for  us  to  have  rills

On  Sunday  morning,  June  21  at  the  regular  morning 
worship  service  and  again  at  4:00  o'clock  that  afternoon  at 
a  two-hour  “kick-off'  service  attended  by  all  churches  la  the 
Turin  area,  I  was  privileged  to  speak  in  the  Paasoloequa 
Church  in  the  city  of  Turin— the  largest  in  the  cMy  and  one 
of  the  oldest  in  Italy.  Pastor  Bruno  Saccomani  of  that  church. 
Secretary  of  Evangelism  in  Italy,  served  as  our  boat  The 
daily  association  with  him  was  without  question,  one  of  the 
hlgh-lights  of  the  week  for  me. 

Susa  Valley 

Beginning  Monday,  June  22,  my  speaking  assignment  was 
in  the  Susa  Valley  or  “Baptist  Valley”— an  area  of  fertile 
farm  lands  and  beautiful  farm  villages  lying  between  two 
mountain  ranges  about  40  to  50  miles  from  the  city  of  Turin. 
I  spoke  in  the  village  church  of  Susa  on  Monday  and  Tues¬ 
day,  June  22  and  23;  in  the  church  at  Buseoleno,  a  neighbor¬ 
ing  village  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  and  in  the  mountain 


church  of  Mompontero  on  Friday  night 

Our  revival  concept  being  new  to  our  Italian  brethren, 
no  invitation  was  extended  in  these  services  until  Wednesday 
night,  June  84  at  Buseoleno.  On  that  night  one  adult  came  on 
profession  of  faith.  On  Thursday  night  at  Buseoleno  nine 
came  professing  Christ  I  was  told  by  Pastor  Dorio  Bertrando 
that  the  Buseoleno  Church  was  known  as  a  “cold  church.” 
On  Friday  night  at  Mompantero  25  rededications  were  made. 
Approximately  hflf  the  congregation  each  night  were  Catho¬ 
lic  and  numbers  of  “inquiries”  were  made.

From  the  incredible  beauty  of  its  blue  and  white  coast¬ 
line  to  the  emerald  perfection  of  its  vineysrds  and  orange 
groves  and  on  to  the  rocky  grandeur  of  its  remote  north 
country,  the  little  Island  of  Sardinia  is  a  joy  to  he  hold  Sit¬ 
uated  in  the  midst  of  the  Mediterranean  Sea,  this  strip  of 
land  is  about  300  miles  long  and  125  miles  wide. 

The  Baptist  Evangelical  Christian  church  at  Cagliari, 
Sardinia’s  largest  city,  is  the  only  Baptist  church  on  the  is¬ 
land-  It  is  indeed,  the  only  evangelical  church  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  a  small  Pentecostal  group  at  Quarts-  This  little  95- 
mtmher  church  Is  80  years  old  now.  and  is  one  of  the  six 
self-supporting  Baptist  churches  in  ell  of  Italy.  It  has  moved 
slowly,  but  with  solid,  real  spiritual  development  and  now  is 
a  lighthouse  in  the  city  of  200,000. 


As  I  recall  the  brief  days  we  spent  preaching  and  wor¬ 
shipping  together  there  many  memories  clamor  for  attention: 

The  young  pastor,  Angelo  Cbiarelli,  whose  brilliant  ability 
and  deep  faith  challenged  my  soul. 

Voices  mingled,  singing  praises  to  God  in  two  languages. 

An  old  man  who  found  a  scrap  of  one  of  the  gospels  was 
converted  upon  reading  it  and  searched  until  he  found  a 
church  that  preached  the  truth  which  he  had  discovered. 

A  young  bay  named  Daniele,  speaking  in  faltering  Eng¬ 
lish,  “I  feel  God  call  me  to  preach.” 

Stoned 

An  old  Bible  salesman,  pioneer  evangelical  on  the  island, 
invalid  now,  but  with  the  joy  of  heaven  on  his  face  as  he 
talked  of  being  atoned  in  the  villages  where  he  had  tried  to 
spread  God’s  word. 

Young  voices  singing  choruses  in  the  night 
,  '  And  a  warm  feeling  of  being  completely  accepted  because 
all  of  ua  were  servants  of  the  same  Saviour. 

Tha  greatest  impact  of  all  for  me,  however,  was  the 
recognisable  Joy  in  the  Uvea  of  this  Uttle  group  of  Christians 
—Joy  and  an  open  and  unashamed  love  for  each  other  As  I 
lived  with  and  watched  this  minority  group  in  thft  teeming 
city,  over  and  over  these  words  kept  coming'to  my  heart, 
“By  this  shall  all  men  know  that  ye  are  my  disciples,  if  ye

At  the  conclusion  of  the  service  some  fifteen  Amrecian  ser¬ 
vicemen,  along  with  some  of  their  wives,  groped  their  way 
through  the  darkness  to  greet  me  and  to  pledge  their  earnest 
support  of  the  revival.

Hut  Cot  gave~great 
victory. 

Italian  Hornet 

One  of  the  richest  experiences  was  the  privilege  of  visiting 
in  the  homes  of  the  people.  I  found  the  Italian  people  to  be 
warm-hearted  and  friendly.  They  are  indeed  among  the  most 
gracious  people  I  have  ever  met  The  meals  they  prepared  in 
their  homes  were  wonderful. 

Truly,  no  revival  effort  during  my  entire  ministry  has  ever 
blessed  my  soul  with  more  wonderful  experiences  than  this. 

I  shall  always  thank  my  God,  my  good  church  at  Laurel, 
and  our  state  leaders  for  making  possible  these  blessed  exper¬

On  Sunday  night  I  was  taken  to  Valencia,  First  Baptist 
Church  to  preach  my  first  sermon  through  an  interpreter 
to  more  than  300  people.  The  greatest  joy  of  the  week  follow¬ 
ed  as  eight  people  responded  to  the  invitation  to  accept 
Christ  as  Lord  and  Saviour.  In  a  meeting  with  them  after¬ 
ward  I  was  to  learn  that  among  them  there  were  six  adults 
and  two  Intermediates.  One  lady  was  63  and  one  man  60. 
Another  lady  had  been  coming  to  the  church  for  five  years 
and  thatvJfight  decided  for  Christ  There  were  two  sisters 
Who  had  been  coming  for  only  a  few  months.  All  the  week 
was  worth  the  effort  just  to  see  these  added  to  the  Kingdom. 

Sealed  Doors 

At  Denia  and  the  Second  Church  we  met  in  the  pair’s 
home  and  the  home  of  a  deacon.  Authorities  stopped  the 
construction  of  their  building  at  Denia  four  years  ago  and 
have  not  permitted  any  further  work.  They  closed  the  Second, 
Church  and  sealed  the  doors.  However,  there  two  groups 
carry  on  their  services  crowding  into  rooms  of  the  homes. 
The  Mission  of  Valencia’s  First  ChuTch  meets  in  a  home  car¬ 
ved  out  of  a  rock.  It  was  an  inspiration  indeed  to  worship 
with  and  speak  to  groups  like  these  who  are  laboring  amid

Believers  At  Valencia

Preaching  a  week  in  six  of  our  Baptist  churches  In  the 
aroa  of  beautiful  Valencia,  Spain,  I  observed  dedication  and 
consecration  to  the  Lord  and  His  work  which  I  did  not  know 

existed. 

My  first  preaching  assignment  was  in  the  Baptist  church 
in  Jativa  (the  hometown  of  two  past  Popes,  of  which  the 
Baptist  do  not  especially  brag).  I  arrived  after  the  service 
had  begun  and  they  were  observing  the  Lord’s  Supper  The 
little  church  was  located  on  the  third  floor  of  an  old  build¬ 
ing  on  the  other  side  of  nowhere  but  was  filled  to  capacity 
(125  people).  The  order  of  service  was  very  similar  to  ours. 
They  had  an  excellent  choir  and  director  that  would  be  a 
credit  to  any  of  our  churches.  The  people  seemed  so  thrilled 
because  of  the  interest  shown  in  them  and  their  work. 
Although  I  could  not  understand  a  word  they  spoke  was 
easy  to  understand  their  hearts. 

After  greeting  all  the  people  with  a  warm  handshake 
at  the  end  of  the  service,  they  showed  me  around  town  and 
took  me  to  see  their  new  church  building  under  construction 
ThU  Is  the  only  church  building  that  I  saw  in  Spain  that 
,  ,  'ik*  *  ck«rch.  (They  are  not  suppose  to  make  them 

look  like  churches).  In  order  to  construct  this  one  they  got' 
parmteaton  to  build  a  store.  Upon  observation  of  some  of 
the  Catholics  (especially  the  priest,  that  the  building  was 
looking  like  a  chureh)  the  work  has  been  temporarily  stopped 
nowevsr,  they  are  planning  to  have  the  building  completed 
la  about  3  months.  The  building  consists  of  a  sanctuary  and 
an  adequate  educational  building.

are  believers  who  have  not  openly  confessed  Christ  because 
of  this  fear.  At  the  Insistence  of  the  Roman  Catholic  priest 
the  police  are  constantly  checking  the  membership  of  the 
church  to  see  if  tt  Is  growing.  They  do  not  mind  so  much  a 
status  quo  but  cannot  stand  to  see  progress.  Never  have  I 
been  so  grateful  for  the  religious  freedom  we  enjoy  in  the 
U.  S.  A.  and  never  before  have  1  seen  the  danger  and  the  hor¬ 
rors  of  becoming  dominated  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Cbureh. 
The  very  freedom  they  demand  in  the  0.  8.  A.  they  are  deny¬ 
ing  our  Spanish  brethren  in  Spain.  It  seems  to  me  a  far  cry 
from  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  whom  they  say  they  worship.  To  de¬

Much  Walking 

I  remained  in  Albacete  all  week  and  preached  in  the  Al- 
bacete  Church  through  Thursday  night.  I  had  the  privilege 
of  being,  in  many  homes.  There  was  no  person  in  the  church, 
with  a  membership  of  88,  who  owned  a  car.  So  we  walked 
We  walked  all  over  the  city  of  75,000  people.  Some  three 
miles  from  the  church  we  went  through  a  door  from  the 
street  to  find  six  families  living  in  a  very  small  house  of  six 
apartments.  Another  with  eight  families  string  the  same 
plumbing.  An  old  lady,  who  washes  for  a  living,  occupies  a 
two-room  apartment  with  her  sick  husband.  She  was  thrill¬ 
ed  that  I  would  cdme  to  her  home. 

Friday  afternoon  at  4:30  we  left  Albacete  by  car  for 
Fatra,  about  25  miles  away,  where  one  of  the  missions  hf  the 
Albacete  Church  is  located.  To  meet  us  was  a  laborer  who 
work;  in  the  field  from  6  a.  m.  till  8  p.  m.  for  *2  per  day.  and 
happy  to  have  such  work,  even  though  it  lasts  only  three 
months  in  the  year.  This  old  gentleman  had  missed  his  work 
all  day  as  he  waited  for  us  to  come.  Here  was  a  group  of 
some  12  Baptists  bubbling  with  joy  and  happiness.  My  life 
cannot  be  the  same  after  meeting  these  loyal  Christians. 
We  greeted  them  and  had  prayer  and  on  to  Ontur,  another 
mission  station,  some  40  miles  from  Albacete.  We  were  met  by 
a  man  coming  from  the  field.  In  a  few  moments  it  was  like 
an  old  time  family  reunion.  Never  have  I  observed  such 
evidence  of  Christian  joy,  faith,  lover~*nd  enthusiasm  We 
were  shown  into  the  home  of  a  newly-wed  couple,  a  couple 
who  had  to  go  to  Albacete  40  miles  away,  to  get  married  be¬ 
cause  the  priests  would  not  let  the  civil  authorities  grant 
permission  for  the  couple  to  marry.  Another  young  man 
here  at  Ontur  has  been  waiting  now  seven  months  and  still 
no  word  on  his  application  for  permission  to  marry. 

Service  In  Attic 

Our  service  there  was  in  the  attic  of  the  home  of  these 
newly-weds.  They  have  prepared  a  small  chapel  that  seats 
some  30  people  in  their  attic.  We  had  20  for  the  service. 

We  returned  to  Madrid  about  11:30  p.  m.  and  my  heart 
was  happy  and  sad.  Happy  because  of^the  Joy  and  inspira¬ 
tion  these  Christians  had  given  me.  Sad  because  of  how 
shamefully  little  we  do  in  Aberdeen  compared  to  the  Chris¬ 
tians  in  Spain.  And  also  sad  because  of  the  trends  of  leth¬ 
argy  our  people  of  the  U.  S.  A.  show  toward  the  inroads  Ro¬ 
man  Catholicism  is  making  in  their  efforts  to  control  our 
country  as  they  now  control  Spain. 

Other  things  I  might  have  written  but  these  words  are 
given  that  those  who  read  might  know  of  the  dangers  of 
Roman  Catholicism.”

Third  Church  at  Barcelona— The  church  ordered  closed 
by  the  police,  church  was  continued  in  members’  homes  a 
couple  devoted  to  the  progress  of  the  Lord’s  work  gave  the 
church  their  apartment  and  moved  Into  the  old  church 
ing  with  their  large  family — partitions  were  taken  out  and 
an  even  larger  church  was  then  available.

Such  church  devotion  is 
unfathomable  to  us  but  is  the  order  of  the  day  in  Spain. 
People  love  the  Lord  when  they  give  up  this  much  for  Him— 
could  picture  myself  coming  in  tired  from  work  dragging 
the  kids  a  block  for  supper  and  carrying  them  back  to  bed, 
couldn’t  you? 

The  little  building  was  filled  for  the  8:30  p.  m.  services 
with  their  30  members.  Such  ringing,  such  attention  such 
devotion  must  really  warm  our  Master’s  heart,  for  it  certain¬ 
ly  filled  mine  to  the  overflowing. 

One  profession  of  faith  was  made  here  tonight.  Sinoulfo 
Die*  is  the  assistant  pastor.  The  pastor  of  the  Second  Church 
is  at  the  present  the  pastor  here  also. 

There  is  a  pressing  need  for  trained  young  pastors— God 
fearing  but  fearless. 

Vicinity  of  Valencia 

Church  at  Turis  about  40  miles  out  of  Valencia,  Spain— 
This  is  strictly  a  rural  area  of  4000  people.  The  pastor, 
Senor  Adolofo  de  Silva,  has  a  membership  of  54.  ’rills  beauti¬ 
ful  new  church  with  pastorium  over  the  sanctuary  was  large¬ 
ly  designed  by  the  pastor  who  was  studying  architecture  when 
called  to  the  ministry.  There  were  some  outstanding  features 
in  this  beautiful  building.  The  pulpit  was  of  modernistic 
design.  The  old  organ  was  rebuilt  from  a  rat-eaten  instru¬ 
ment  to  a  beautifully  cased  instrument  In  keeping  with  style 
of  the  furniture.  Many  of  the  members  helped  in  the  build¬ 
ing  and  decorating 'this  building.  From  their  wages  a  wire 
recorder  was  purchased  for  the  energetic,  enthusiastic,  young, 
fiery  pastor.  Here  is  a  type  of  the  men  who  are  leading  the 
churches  of  Spain. 

With  ambition  and  dedication  of  men  such  as  de  Silva, 
the  Lords  work  can  only  make  progress  of  great  import  We 
were  shown  plans  of  national  scope  for  the  evangelising  of 
Spain  in  the  next  five  years.  Such  determination  must  not 
be  minimized. 

Reaching  Turis  at  6  p.  m.,  we  were  hurried  to  the  fertile, 
small  irrigated  farms  where  the  farm  labor  is  all  by  band 
with  the  exception  of  an  occasional  horse.  Wheat  was  being 
harvested  with  sickles,  and  bound  into  sheaves  for  the  old- 
fashioned  threshing  floor.  Alfalfa  of  profuse  growth  was  cut 
by  squatting  men  who  lay  each  stem  in  the  same  direction, 
this  was  ell  done  In  late  afternoon  and  early  morning  to 
save  every  precious  leaf.  The  1/10  acre  patches  were  diversi¬ 
fied  from  wheat,  alfalfa,  vegetables,  to  fruit  trees.  Each  foot 
was  Intensively  cultivated;  the  very  terraces  and  paths  had 
fruit  trees  or  grape  vines.  ,  , 

Protest  and  Street 

This  rugged  people  hewed  a  living  out  of  the  dry  rolling 
soil  with  a  hoe-like  mattock  with  a  short  handle.  I  was  the 
curious  to  know  why  the  short  handle  and  was  informed 
that  the  bent  back  put  you  close  to  your  work,  meirtwg  it 
less  difficult  using  the  last  ray  o^daylig^t  These  thrifty

But  the  room  is  too  small  for  a 
regular  worship  service. 

Our  next  visit  was  to  Jerez,  south  of  Sevilla.  Here  I 
found  a  wealthy  mother  and  two  daughters  who  bsd  opened 
part  of  their  house  to  a  group  of  Baptist  believers  as  a  place 
of  worship.  The  room  is  small,  but  an  old  pump  organ  and 
the  home-made  pews  ere  conducive  to  worship.  These  people 
want  a  church  building  but  the  authorities  will  not  permit 
R  under  any  circumstances.  Never  will  I  forget  the  days  I 
spent  among  these  friendly  and  Bible-loving  people  of  Jerez. 

From  Jerez  we  went  to  Malaga,  a  coastal  city.  Several 
months  ago  the  police  came  to  the  church  and  closed  and 
locked  the  doors  where  the  people  worshipped.  The  authori¬ 
ties,  also  prohibited  the  people  from  completing  their  audi¬ 
torium  which  was  under  construction.  But  the  pastor,  Rev/ 
Jose  Garcia,  found  a  key  and  opened  the  doors  to  the  small 
assembly  room  in  the  basement  and  the  people  are  wor¬ 
shipping  there  every  Sunday,  never  knowing  when  the 
authorities  may  return  and  close  the  church  with  seals  on

Dessert  was  served  and  we  rushed  off  to  the  services. 

Attentive  Audience 

There  were  the  hard-working  farmers  all  clean  and  eager 
for  the  worship.  One  I  bad  met  had  worked  two  days  and  a 
night  without  rest,  now  was  at  services  beginning  at  10  last¬ 
ing  until  12.  I  watched  the  fellow.  He  did  not  even  nod. 

Such  spirit  and  interest  I  have  seldom  seen  in  my  ex¬ 
perience — tears,  smiles,  concern  were  mingled  throughout 
the  service.  Singing  only  as  a  people  purified  by  trla,  can 
ting  lifted  me  to  higher  planes  than  L  have  found.  God  will 
not  permit  such  faith  and  determination  to  be  snufffed  out 
My  predlcitlon  is  for  Spanish  Baptists  to  move  forward  in 
the  next  five  years.

Aii  we  walked  we  talked  of  the  week  ahead  For 
me  the  week  ahead  was  one  of  wonder,  awe,  (ear  and  antici¬ 
pation.  I  wondered  what  it  would  be  like,  I  wss  deeply  con¬ 
scious  of  the  responsibility  and  privilege  upon  me,  I  was 
fearful  of  doing  or  saying  something  that  would  cause  greater 
persecution  for  my  Christian  friends  in  Spain,  and  I  was 
filled  with  anticipation  of  the  experience  that  lay  ahead. 

Pastor’s  Home 

At  the  pastor’s  home  I  found  a  modest,  but  warm,  friend¬ 
ly  atmosphere  and  surroundings,  a  lovely  wife  and  four  chil¬ 
dren,  the  oldest  of  which  was  near  7,  and  the  pastor’s  father 
and  mother.  I  was  immediately  made  to  feel  a  part  of  the 
family.  Over  some  wonderful  tea  and  cookies  the  pastor  and 
1  continued  talking  about  plan*  for  the  week.  The  service 
would  begin  at  8  p.  m. 

The  church  in  Albacete  would  not  be  recognized  to  be  a 
church.  In  fact  none  of  the  non-Cathollc  churches  In  Spain 
resembled  churches.  It  is  against  the  law  to  make  any 
of  demonstration  or  appearance  that  might  cause  the  masses 
to  thank  any  way  except  as  the  Roman  Catholic  priests 
want  them  to  think. 

I  was  greatly  surprised  as  I  walked  into  the  pulpit  for

function  officially  on  its  new 
126-acre  campus  at  Strawberry 
Point,  according  to  Harold  K. 
Graves,  president  of  the  school. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  an  oc¬ 
cupancy  permit  issued  by  the 
Marion  County  board  of  super¬ 
visors  July  1  the  seminary’s  last 
technical  hurdle  was  cleared. 

Of  the  transition  from  Berk¬ 
eley,  Calif.,  to  the  new  site  just 
north  of  Han  Francisco  and  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge,  President 
Graves  had  this  to  say: 

“Our  institution  will  take  on 
entirely  different  personality  as 
we  leave  the  old  facilities  and 
move  to  the  new.  The  Golden 
Gate  seminary  of  1959  on  its 
new  campus  at  Strawberry 
Point  is  a  far  cry  from  its  days 
in  a  church  building  in  Oakland 
from  1944  to  1947,  or  even  from 
its  early  days  in  Berkeley  in 
a  single  building,  crowded  and 
inadequately  equipped. 

“My  joy  is  increased  in  the 
recognition  that  what  we  build 
today  is  on'  the  work  of  others. 
My  hat  is  off  to  them  for  their 
vision,  their  labors,  and  their 
sacrifices  that  make  my  day  pos¬ 
sible.”
